I just  arrived  homeitun  the  South  today,  where  I was 
called  away  very  suddenly  on  business  last  Saturday,  and  had  not 
time  to  write  you  the  letter  regarding  the  collection  at  the 
Princeton  University  that  I had  intended  writing. 

I noticed  on  counting  up  the  pieces  for  return,  a short- 
age of  one  piece,  compared  to  the  receipt  which  I sent  you,  and 
though  I kept  your  pieces  absolutely  separate  and  in  different 
drawers  from  any  other  pieces,  and  have  made  a thorough  search 
to  find  another  specimen  of  your  coins  or  medals,  I have  failed  to 
do  so,  and  I believe  this  one,  is  a duplication  of  the  item  1 German 
medal,  which  occurs  in  the  first  receipt  I sent  you. 

I have  recovered  my  original  memoranda  which  I left  in 
the  trays,  and  which  I enclose  to  you  for  your  inspection.  They 
do  not  contain  this  second  item  of  one  medal,  and  I recollect  that 
j «<■  thelast  moment  I saw  in  a tray  one  medal  that  belonged  m the 
series  I was  taking  away,  and  snapped  it  up  and  put  it  on  my 
duplicate  memoranda  that  I was  carrying  with  me,  and  I believe 
now  that  I had  twine  Slfe&S  tH!sthl£mJ.*Ewh! cKefslymy°^^tnatiin  $e  33' 
discrepancy.

I have  had  a large  amount  of  extra  work  on  this 
section.  The  medals  were  absolutely  black,  and  though  it  is  not 
in  our  contract,  and  would  not  be  within  our  fee,  I v/ent  to  work 
and  successfully  cleaned  them  without  injury,  and  knowing  that 
being  exposed  in  your  show  case  or  drawers , they  v/ould  soon  tarnish 
again,  I searched  for  a permanent  lacquer.  I knew  of  none.  The 
one  usually  used  today  by  silver-smiths,  Roxaline,  or  gun  cotton 
and  celluloid  dissolved  in  alcohol  is  not  permanent,  and  only  lasts 
about  six  months.  Collodion  is  practically  the  same  thing,  and  white 
shellac, though  nominally,  is  not  absolutely  soluble  in  alcohol,  and 
settles  in  streaks. 


After  consulting  our  biggest  silver-smiths  and  chemists, 

I believe  I have  found  a lacquer  that  will  be  permanent,  and  coated 
your  medals  with  it.  They  lay  about  three  weeks  in  my  drawers  here 

after  coating,  and  did  not  retarnish.  I spoiled  days  working  over 
them.
